Condemn Anti-Semitism 
The nationwide indignation of Italian 
Americans against the barbarous anti-Sem- 
itic campaign of Mussolini grows with each 
succeeding day. It comes from all sections 
5 of the Italian people, who honor and glory 
in the democratic traditions of the Italian 
people both in Italy as well as in America. 
Just two days ago, the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the Italian-American organizations 
in Connecticut held a a state-wide meeting 
in Hartford, from which a resolution of pro- 
test was forwarded to Mussolini. More than 
500 leading Connecticut Italians attended the 
; meeting. Here Mr. Rocco Pallotti, former 
5 president of the Connecticut Federation of 
Italian-American clubs, declared the fascist 
; dictator’s anti-Jewish campaign “had been 
forced on the people of Italy.” He urged 
Italian-Americans to fight against anti-Semi- 
1 tism as the enemy of American democracy 
and of the Italian people as well. 

Among the Italian business people, one 
can refer to Mr. Frank Serri, president of the 
Taxpayers and Merchants National Alliance 
f Brooklyn. In urging Italian-American 
dome owners to send their protests to Mus- 
solini via the Italian Ambassador, he said: 

“Millions of Americans of Italian ex- 
ae traction who love Italy and its great people 
are shocked at the anti-Jewish program 

(of Mussolini) and. .. regard it as ignoble 
and deeply un-Italian.” 

In the same vein was the recent state- 

ment of Mr. Phillip Bongiorno, World War

Here, the Repub- 
licans saved the day for the Power Trust by 
killing the Poletti Amendment which would 
have returned vital power sites to the state. 
This confirms the warning of Governor Leh- 
man that “the record proves that the Repub- 
lican Party cannot be trusted to protect the 
people’s water power resources.”

Among them are 9,000 Ger- 
mans, of whom 6,000 are naturalized British citizens 
and 3,000 are unnaturalized.

“By 1935 the heavily-subsidized Nazi organization 
had become so formidable that although the South 
African Government is by no means hostile to the 
political ideas of Fascism, it was forced to ban or- 
ganizations using political uniforms and ,claiming a 
return of Southwest Africa to Germany. 

“Since then the Nazis have continued their activi- 
ties through many apparently harmless organizations, 
which are in reality camoufiaged editions of the former 
Nazi groups. 

“The National Socialist Arbeits Kameradschaft 
(Labor Front) is a nominally non-political body for 


“Other movements such as the Verband Deutsche 
Berufsgruppe, the Kulturverein, and the Krieger- 
kameradschaft ... are used to cloak Nazi activities.’

“Trained propagandists from Germany arrive on al- 
most every ship. In the schools Nazi propaganda is 
officially spread by teachers from Germany. 


“The German Press published in Southwest Africa 
continually demands the return of the colony to’ the 
fatherland,’ attacks the British, the Dutch and the 
Jews, and sneers at democracy. These journals are 
all under the influence of the German Ministry of 
Propaganda, either directly, or through the medium 
of its news service, ‘Ausland Deutsche Nachrichten 
Dienst.’ 


“Many reports show that these organizations main- 
tain à secret terrorism siniular to their Nazf prototypes 
in Germany. Let me again quote the Johannesburg 
Star (22-6-38): 

Should it comc to the notice cf the agents that 
any German... is an anti-Nazi, he is summoned by 
a small committee of local agents und fuehrers to 
appear at a certain address and explain his conduct. 
He may escape with a fine, which is paid to the Win- 
ter-hilfe. If disciplinary measures do not have the 
desired effect the culprit is placed on the “black list,” 
and instructions are issued to Germans... not to 
support him in business and to ostracize him socially. 
If he has any relations 1 Germany the Gestapo is 
informed and pressure is exerted on them to bring 
the recalcitrant to heel in Southwest Africa, or in the 
Union for that matter.’ 


“But the feeling against. Fascism, however sup- 
pressed, is deep and widely spread. 

“The South African people are deeply hostile to 
Fascism. But South Africa, too, has its ‘fifth 
column’ of Fascist-minded traiters, its Chamberlains 


and its Francos. 0 


A large measure of the blame for the position in 
Southwest Africa belongs to the Union Government, 
They have taken no really effective measures to pro- 
tect German anti-Fascists from the Nazi terrorism. 
While German trade with Southwest Africa increases 
by leaps and bounds the Union has made no attempt 
to restore its steadily dwindling economic influence. 
Further, the treatment by the Union of its native 
population is the negation of democracy. While it 
continues it can only lead to the crumbling of existing 
democratic and arming of the forces of Fascism and 
reaction in Africa.”
